FINANCIAL TRANSACTIONS WITH JAKE REEM. 

The sensation of the day was the announce- 
ment that the Grand Jurv had agreed to indict 
the Hon. Jasper D. Ward and E. T. Bridges, and 
the explosion threatened by Ward. Shortly af- 
ter Rehm emerged from the jury-room, it wae 
well-known that he bad made certain statements 
and given up certain books and papers, which, 
with his explanations, showed conclusively that 
Ward had been mixed up with the distillers in 
financial transactions. As the testimony came 
out, the jury loosed at each other with raised 
eyebrows, and when left alone fer consideration 
concluded that they had better agree that an in- 
dictment should be found, if the District-Attor- 
mney thought best. The bill was drawn up, but 
not signed by the foreman, the Government 
counsel suggesting that it be left over until to- 
day. It was not explained to the jury thata 
new element in such investigations was to be in- 
fused into this, but the fact is, Mr. Ward had 
had a conversation with Mr. Ayer, in which he. 
in some very forcible and emphatic language, 
denounced the whole business, even going into 
the present system of indicting any man whose 
name is easy to spell, and stating that he had 
some observations to make before a true 
bill were found against bim. Mr. Ward hinted 
at some things that opened Mr. Ayer’s eyes, and 
that gentleman’s quick perception grasped a 
point or two which changed the whole current of 
affairs, and then came the instruction to the 
Grand Jury. Mr. Ayer then made an appoint- 
ment to meet Mr. Ward at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when he will lay matters before all the Gov- 
ernment counsel in solemn conclave assembled. 
He does not propose to “squeal,” as it is 
termed, for if the statements of the men who 
were involved with him are to be considered, he 
is as innocent of any crookness in whisky mat- 
ters asa baby born on the 17th of last Decem- 
ber. He simply proposes to show up his finan- 
cial business with Rehm, and when it is over, 
perhaps Mr. Rehm will not stand so high in the 
estimation of Grand Jurors as he did yesterday. 

WARD'S STORY

New Hampshire has been heard from, and 
the news that comes is of a sweeping Re- 
publican victory. The returns, except from 
a few remote localities which will but slight- 
ly modify the footings, have been counted, 
and the result is a Republican gain of from 
1,000 to 1,500 over the majority of last year. 
After a fiercely-contested canvass, the Re- 
publicans have elected nine out of twelve 
Senators and a majority of twenty in the 
Lower House of the Legislature, thus insur- 
ing the election of a Republican to succeed 
Onaom in the United States Senate. CuEney, 
the Republican nominee for Governor, is 
elected by between 1,000 and 2,000 ma- 
jority, while at the last Gubernatorial elec- 
tion the Republican majority was but 
172. The result shows that in the 
midst of investigations for buncombe’s sake 
and of exposures of corruption in office, the 
voters of the old Granite State have not for- 
gotten that the Republican party, instead of 
shielding, has promptly brought to justice 
and punished Republican derelicts in office ; 
that it is the’ only party organization to 
which they can look for reform, and that no 
juggles of the Confederate majority in Con- 
gress can put out of yemémbrance the record 
of the Democratic party, nor obscure its reac- 
tionary policy. New Hampshire has led off 
in the Republican victories of 1876, which 
will be completed on the 4th of November. 


ARE THE AMERICANS A NATION : 
The vote in the House of Representatives 


on Monday, first on the resolution introduced 
by Mr. Baxrn, of Indiana, and afterwards on 
Mr. Cox's resojutions, is particularly signifi- 
cant in view of the approaching Presidential 
campaign. It was an authoritative definition 
of the status of the two great parties of the 
country on the vital issue of nationalism, 
which was involved in the secession of the 
Southern States and fought out in the War of 
the Rebellion. It may be said that Mr. 
Barr forced a vote in the House on this 
question in a party spirit. But, even admit- 
ting that he did, and that he was actuated by 
no higher motive than that of contributing 
to the political welfare of the party of which 
he is a member, still it must be admitted not 
only that he was justified in his course, but 
also that it was a timely and important move- 
ment. It is proper that there should be no 
concealment of the real intention of the 
parties with regard to this great question. 
It is essential that the people of this country 
should know whether the issue of nationalism 
was definitely settled by the War, or whether 
there still exists a formidable sentiment and 
numerous party which hold to the deplorable 
fallacy of Calhounism. Perhaps no fairer 
test could be made of the real sentiment of 


in the popular branch of Congress on a clear 
statement of the case. Mr. Baxrr, as we 
happen to know, has given the subject con- 
siderable thought and has a vital interest in 
it. The resolution which he introdaced is an 
excellent digest of the position of the Re- 
publican party, which it took and maintained 
during the War, and which it is not likely to 
abandon after a struggle of several years that 
involved the loss of hundreds of thousands 
of lives and thousands of millions of dollars. 
The introduction of his resolution afforded 
an opportunity of obtaining an expression of 
the parties on a concise and intelligent state- 
ment of the case. The phraseology adopted 
by Mr. Baxer is so well considered that it 
will bear repetition here. It reads: 
Resolved, That the peopleof the United States con- 
stitute one nation, and wit a mere confederacy of 
Btatesor nations; that the Constitution was formed 
by the people acting in their primary and individual 
capacity, through their delegates thereto duly consti- 
tuted; that the Government under the Constitution is 
one of the people, by the people, and for the people, 
and that in ite appropriate sphere the Government of 
this nation is sovereign and supreme; that in its na- 
ture it is permanent and indissolubie, except by the 
action and consent of the whole people; that no State 
has any right or authority to judge of the constitu- 
tionality of the laws enacted by Congress, or to nullify 


and that the late War of the Rebellion for the dismem- 
berment of the Union was causeless and indefensible 
on any theory of right or of constitutional law. 

This resolution was like a bombshell thrown 
‘among the Democrats and Confederates. It 
created confusion and dismay. The North- 
ern wing tried to evade it altogether at first 
by an adjournment, but this failed. They 
then took refuge in the weak and reprehen- 
sible division into Northern Democrats and 
Southern Confederates. The Northern Dem- 
ocrats did ngt dare to vote against it, and 
would not vote for it, so they dodged or ab- 
stained from voting. The Confederates were 
true to the lost cause” and voted solidly

ing was sure to leave on the country, and 


Mr. Cox, of New York, came to the front 
with some ambiguous resolutions to cover 
the ground. Mr. Cox and the Democrats 
who voted solidly for his resolutions thought 
that these resolutions would pass for mate- 
rially the same thing as Mr. Baxzn’s resolu- 
tion; and yet it was great folly to 
presume that the country could be deceived 
by so weak a subterfuge. For, if Mr. Cox's 
resblutions were the same in spirit as Mr. 
Baxer’s, why did the Democrats refuse to 
sustain the one and vote solidly for the 
other? The fact is that Mr. Cox’s resolutions 
were intentionally worded so as to be subject 
to two constructions, and so as to attract the 
Confederate vote unger the Confederate con- 
struction. For instance, one of his resolu- 
tions says that The Government of the 
United States is a Federal Union, and was 
formed by the people of the several States in 
their sovereign capacity.” What does 
„their“ refer to,—the people or the States? 
It may refer to either, and that is just the 
confusion that was intended. If to the 
States, then the declaration is outspoken 
advocacy of the doctrine of States 
Rights, and a misrepresentation of 
the historical formation of the nation; 
if to the people in their sovereign 
capacity, then it is a declaration of fact and 
principle. The circumstances warrant the 
inference that the Confederates voted for the 
resolution with the understanding that it em- 
bodied a declaration of faith in the sovereign- 
ty of each State as a political entity and in 
its local character, which would carry with it 
the right to withdraw from the league of 
sovereign States to which Mr. Cox refers as 
a Federal Union.” This is the doctrine of 
secession, pure and simple. It was this doc- 
trine, evidently, that the Confederates voted 
to sustain, since they had abundant oppor- 
tunity to declare against it if they had been 
so inclined by voting for Mr. Baxxn’s straight- 
forward, outspoken, and concise declaration 
of Unionism and Nationalism. 

Thus Mr. Cox’s efforts to deceive in this 
matter is a lamentable failure. The Demo- 
crats in Congress cannot escape from the di- 
lemma into which Mr. Barn drove them. 
They first refused to pass a resolution declar- 
ing boldly against State Sovereignty and the 
right of secession, the Southern Democrats 
voting against it and the Northern Democrats 
refusing to vote. They then passed a resolu- 
tion purporting to be in the interest of the 
Union, but retaining the only feature that 
ever seriously threatened its integrity,—the 
doctrine of State Sovereignty. Though this 
declaration is merely political at the present 
time, its real import is found in the associa- 
tion of the Democratic party by confession 
with the doctrine that led to secession in 
1861, and which is equally likely to lead to 
secession again when new complications 
arise that suggest to a minority of the people 
the desirability of dismembering the Union. 
The Democratic party gointo the Presidential 
campaign with this declaration, and they 
must abide its consequences. 

-BANK FAILURE. 

The unexpected failure of the Bank of the 
State of New York, which created a brief 
financial flurry in New York yesterday, adds 
another name to the long list of catastrophes 
in illegitimate and reckless banking. This 
institution is shown to have permitted over- 
drafts to the amount of nearly $1,000,000, 
while its loans were little more than $3,000,- 
000. Its style of business was illustrated by 
its advance of nearly $500,000 on the security 
of a doubtful patent ; of almost as much more 
on malt worth only half as much as the 
amount of the loan; and of a quarter of a 
million on the security of an assignment of 
open accounts. The officers of the bank 
are directly responsible for the collapse. It 
is found that of the cash reported on hand 
in the bank’s statements $20,000 consisted of 
the individual—and probably worthless— 
check of the Vice-President. This officer 
also owes the bank $230,000, secured by real 
estate, which no doubt bears about the same 
relation to the debt as in the case of Dax 
Drew's house, at the corner of Union Square 
and Seventeenth street, which is worth per- 
haps 50 per cent or less, and is mortgaged to 
his grandchildren’s estate for $250,000. The 
collapse of such rotten institutions is a pub- 
lic benefit. It is a lopping-off of dead limbs, 
—a relief from dead and dangerous weight. 

A bank mismanaged by its officers, as our 
dispatches show the Bank of the State of 
New York to have been, is & public nuisance. 
It is one of the wholesome results of a 
panic and its consequent stringency that 
such concerns are exterminated one after an- 
other. When they are gone, all business 
breathes easier. It is worth noting that the 
National Bank of the State of New York was 
not left to choose its own opportunity for 
dissolution. The moment the New York 
National-Bank Examiner (who seems to bea 
model of his kind) discovered the rotten 
state of the bank’s affairs he reported the 
fact to the associate banks in ‘the Clearing- 
House, and as soon as they verified his state- 
ments they suspended the dangerous mem- 
ber, which of course made it impossible for 
it to continue business. This course was 
short, sharp, and decisive, and shquld 
be pursued by all Bank Examiners 
and Clearing-House Associations in the 
country. The existence of an unsound bank 
is a menace to all business and financial inter- 
ests in the community where it is. The con- 
dition of the Cook County National Bank of 
Chicago was confessedly known to the late 
Bank Examiner and other Chicago banks 
long before it failed. But it was allowed 
to continue business, receiving the deposits 
of the unsuspecting public until it fell to 
pieces of its own corruption. Much suffer- 
ing and scandal could be avoided if the Bank 
Examiner and the Clearing-House would co- 
operate, as has been done in the present case 
in New York, and put such institutions out

The broken bank had but one Chicago corre- 
spondent, which could lose its whole balance 
in New York without impairing its capital, 
and it had almost no Western country corre-

PENDLETON’S CONFESSION. 

Mr. Groncr H. Penpietron, who has been 
for many years a conspicuous Democratic as- 
pirant for the Presidency, has probably re- 
signed all hope now of ever attaining a nom- 
ination for that office or any other national 
distinction. He has been hedged in by a 
labyrinth of suspicious circumstances until 
forced to make a statement and confession 


‘on his own behalf relative to the collection of 


the claim of $148,385 from the United States 
Government for the Kentucky Central Rail- 
road. That statement had better not have 
been made, so far as Mr. Pewp.eTon’s per. 
sonal reputation is concerned. Its effect 
may be to relieve Mrs. Betxnarp of the charge 
of having received a large sum of money 
from Mr. Penpuzron for securing the allow- 
ance of this claim ; but to do this he has con- 
fessed action on his own part which he can- 
not successfully defend, either politically or 
commercially. 

The claim which he collected from the 
Government by the allowance of Be.knar 
while Secretary of War was extra compensa- 
tion for services rendered by the Kentucky 
Central Railroad. This road had already 
been paid in full by the Government at the 
same rate which the Government paid all the 
other railroads in the country for the trans- 
portation of troops and supplies. The man- 
agement of the Kentucky Central, however, 
never acquiesced in the justice of the settle- 
ment, and demanded pay at the rate of 90 
per cent of its regular rate. The difference 
between the amount paid and the amount 
claimed was $148,385. This swindling claim 
Was successively rejected by Secretaries of 
War Sranton, Sonormeup, and Raw.iys. 
Gen. Mzies pronounced twice strongly against 
it. But it was allowed by Secretary Beixnap, 
whose present wife had been on intimate 
social relations with the Pznpixtons. The 
charge was made that Pzwpieron had paid 
Mrs. BxLxxar a large sum, and the books of 
the Railroad Company showed that it had re- 
ceived a sum greatly less than the Govern- 
ment had paid. At that time Mr. Penp.iz- 
ton was the President of the Kentucky Cen- 
tral Railroad and likewise administrator of 
the Bowuzr estate, which owned a large part 
of the railroad stock. In the former capacity 
he made a contract with himself in the latter 
capacity—a sort of Oaxes Ames ‘Credit 
Mobilier” arrangement—to pay himself 50 
per cent for collecting the claim. He has 
now admitted that of the $148,385 fraudu- 
lently collected from the Government, the 
Railroad Company only received $68,000, 
while he received $80,385. All of this he 
says he retained except a small percentage, 
which he paid to a clerk in the railroad office 
who had made up the rascally accounts 
against the Government. 

Accepting Mr. Pzxpizton’s statement of 
the case as correct, then we have a confes- 
sion that he first assisted in collecting an 
exorbitant and unjust claim from the Gov- 
ernment, which had already paid the Com- 
pany for its services; and second, in gouging 
the Company which he represented after 
making this collection. Mr. Pznpizron 
stands confessed of having, as a matter of 
fact, taken $80,385 of Government money 
without rendering any compensation there- 
for. There ig probably no more glaring in- 
stance on record of the character of the 
professional lobbyist, and Mr. Prom is 
entitled to the crown of the King of the 
Lobby heretofore worn by Sam Wand; or, 
if Warp contests it, then at least Warp must 
yield the palm of departmental lobbying to 
Prox. The latter, by his confession, 
may have saved Mrs. Berxwar in this par- 
ticular case, though further testimony will 
probably be taken before the case is closed ; 
but he has doomed himself politically to do 
it. Meanwhile it is evident that the Demo- 
cratic Congress have caught a bigger fish 
than they were angling for, and in waters 
which they did not care to reach. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROAD OUTRAGE. 
A sub-committee of the Judiciary Commit- 


tee of the House of Representatives, after a 
full examination of the relations of the Pa- 
cific Railroads and the United States, has re- 
ported a bill which proposes to put an end to 
the present extraordinary state of things. 
The United States issued to the geveral Pa- 
cific railway companies, in addition to the 
monster grants of land, United States 6 per 
cent bonds, having thirty years to run from 
the date of issue, which issue began in 1864, 
and continued for several years. These 
bonds amounted to $64,623,512, and will 
mature between 1894 and 1900. The United 


States had originally a first mortgage on all 


the roads to secure these bonds, but by the now 
historical manipulations of Congress this 
mortgage was released and a second mort- 
gage taken. The contract was supposed to 
have been that the companies were to pay 
the interest on these bonds as it accrued, and 
in aidof this the Government was to retain 
one-half the amount of freights due to the 
companies for Government transportation ; 
but subsequent investigation proved that the 
contract actually read that the companies were 
to pay no interest until the maturity of the 
bonds. On the first of the present month, 
the Government decount with these compa- 


nies stood thus: 8

The Government claim at that time will be 
for $134,875,000, which, however, can only 
be collected by the payment of the first 
mortgage, giving the Government the choice 
between losing its own claim, or assuming 
$64,000,000 of additional debt, and taking 
the roads for the whole. 

Now, is there no extrication of the Govern- 
ment from this complication 
into which it has been entrapped by dishonest 
legislation? Messrs. Lawnenor, of Ohio, and 
Proctor Knorr, of Kentucky, have proposed 
a bill to remedy the case. Their bill pro- 
poses: 1. That the United States shall retain 
in the Treasury all moneys due the 
several companions, and apply is to 
thelr indsbteGnems, & That cach company 


be required to pay half-yearly into the Treas- 
ury such sum of money as the Secretary may 
direct, such money to constitute @ sinking 
fund for the payment of the principal of the 
bonds. 3. A like sum to be paid in the same 
way to pay the interest on the bonds. 4. 
That the companies shall make no dividends 
so long as they are in default. 5. The Gov- 
ernment to have an action at law to recover 
any money due or to become due, and to take 
possession of and operate any road in de- 
fault. 

It is given out that the main provisions of 
this bill will be enacted provided the lobby 
do not prove to be too strong. These com- 
bined railways insist upon making the Gov- 
ernment advance $134,000,000 upon the se- 
curity of a second mortgage. This bill 
ought not only to the House 
and Senate at this session, but it should re- 
ceive the unanimous support of both parties. 
It is a bill to stop an enormous leak of nearly 
$3,000,000 annually, for the future payment 
of which there is but the most scant security. 
The indebtedness of the road at t! o maturity 
of the bonds will be nearly three times its 
value. The two principal roads in this com- 
bination are earning an aggregate surplus of 
$8,000,000 to $12,000,000 a year in excess of 
their expenditures, and paying large dividends 
on capital stock on which no money was ever 
paid in. It is time the enormity was brought 
to a close. 


THE CONSTITUTION AND GREENBACES. 

At every meeting of the rag-baby inflation- 
ists, no matter of what party, whether Inde- 
pendents, Democrats, or Communists, resolu- 
tions are adopted demanding the withdrawal 
of the National Bank notes and the substitu- 
tion of legal-tender notes therefor. 

We have already said that if greenbacks 
are never to be redeemed there was a show 
of good sense in having all the currency is- 
sued directly by the Government, as the re- 
demption of bank-notes in other paper re- 
deemable in nothing and never to be redeem- 
ed in anything was a bastard kind of bank- 
ing; therefore, we have insisted upon two 
things: first, that the banks shall be permit- 
ted to issue gold notes and withdraw their 
present issues; and, second, that the Govern- 
ment shall offer the holders of the green- 
backs the privilege of funding them into 
bonds. 

Suppose, however, Congress can be in- 
duced to abolish the circulation of the Na- 
tional Banks and proceed to fill the vacuum 
with legal-tenders, has it the constitutional 
authority to do so? This is a very important 
question, for if it cannot exceed the four 
hundred million authorized to be issued as a 
war measure the scheme would cause a con- 
traction of three hundred millions of bank- 
notes, which could only be remedied by re- 
viving the old State-Bank systems, with all 
the evils of a heterogeneous currency issued 
under forty diverse State systems. It will 
be remembered that the legal-tender cases 
were decided, after the War, by a 
Court composed of nine Judges. Chief-Jus- 
tice Cuasz and Justices NNO, Ciirrorp, 
and Fi held the act to be unconstitution- 
al; while the majority, consisting of Justices 
Srronc, Brapizy, Davis, Muze, and 
Swayrng, held the act to be constitutional. 
The Court had previously, when composed of 
eight Judges, by a decision of five to three, 
decided adversely to the legality of the Legal- 
Tender act so far as it applied to contracts 
made previous to the Legal-Tender act. After 
this first decision, Judge Guts, one of the 
majority, resigned; and another member was 
added to the Court, and to these two places 
Justices Strrowe and Brapiey were appointed. 

The opinion of the majority in the second 
case was delivered by Justice Strona, Justice 
Brapizy reading a concurring opinion. Jus- 
tices Davis, Muze, and Swarwe had ex- 
pressed their opinions as dissenting Judges 
in the first case. The constitutionality of 
the Legal-Tender act was affirmed by these 
Judges upon the ground that it was an au x- 
iliary power, as authorizing the means where- 
by some other power might be exercised. 
The military powers of the Government were 
not questioned. Congress had power also to 
borrow money, and to anticipate its revenues. 
Congress, the Court held, could resort to 
any means appropriate or conducive to the 
execution of any or all of the powers of the 
Government; and, in considering whether 
the Legal-Tender act was an appropriate in- 
strumentality for the execution of the known 
powers of Congress, the Court said : 

Plainly, to this inquiry a consideration of the time 
when they were enacted and of the tircumstances in 
which the Government then stood is important. It 
is not to be denied that acts may be adapted to the 
exercise of lawful power, and appropriate to it, in 
seasons of exigency, which would be inappropriate at 
other times, 

The Court then recapitulated the circum- 
stances in which the country was placed when 
the Legal-Tender acts were passed : a civil war 
threatened the overthrow of the Government; 
the equipment of large armies and navies and 


their support, and the employment of money 


beyond the ordinary sources of supply, were 
demanded; the Treasury was empty, and 
credit was exhausted; moneyed institutions 
could advance no more; taxation was inade- 
quate to pay even the interest on the debt 
already incurred; the necessity was imme- 
diate and pressing. There was due to the 
army in the field $20,000,000; the current 
expenditure was over $1,000,000 per day; 
the coin in the country was inadequate to the 
wants of the Government for three months; 
we had no foreign credit. There was a par- 
alysis of trade and business, threatening a 
loas of confidence in the ability of the Gov- 
ernment to continue its existence. It was at 
such a time and in such circumstances 
that Congress was called upon to devise 
means for maintaining the army and navy, 
and for the preservation of the Government 
created by the Constitution. It was in such 
an emergency that the Legal-Tender acts-were 
passed. If it were certain that nothing else 
would have supplied the absolute necessities 
of the Government, and nothing else would 
have saved the Government and the Constitu- 
tion from destruction, while the Legal-Tender 
acts would, no man could assert that Con- 
gress had transgressed its powers. Nor 
could it be maintained that the enactments 
were not for a legitimate end, nor appropri- 


not the Court, was to decide the necessity for 
any Congressional enactment. The necessity 


T have expressed that the power to make Treasury 
notes a legal-tender, whilst a mere incidental one to 
that of issuing the notes them selves, and to one of the 


longer continued than ali the circumstances of the case 
demand. 


The legality of the Legal-Tender acts, 
therefore, rested upon the great and over- 
whelming necessity created by the War of 
obtaining money to support armies and na- 
vies and maintain the national existence 
against the destruction by which it was men- 
aced. Even then the acts were held to be 
valid by the mere accident of the resignation 
of Judge Gum. Had he not resigned, the 
decision could not have been obtained from 
the Court. In the light of all the facts at- 
tending that decision, and of the grounds of 
the decision itself, is there any person who 
believes that the Court would sustain the en- 
actment of a law directing a new issue of 
Treasury notes, made a legal-tender in time 
of peace, with the national credit fully re- 
stored, with an income exceeding the ex- 
penditures; with a continual reduction of 
the national debt from surplus revenue; 
with taxes since the close of the War re- 
duced by one-half; with no necessity what- 
ever for an increased issue of forced notes— 
we say, is there any intelligent man, not a 
partisan demagogue, that believes the Su- 
preme Court would uphold such an act as 
constitutional ? 

The steps in the case would be as follows : 
1, abolition of the National Banks; 2, a new 
issue of legal-tenders to be declared void, 
and then a bank chartered by a State in every 
village in the land to spew out shinplasters 


to be counterfeited. From this there would 


be no escape. Having abolished the National 
Banks, and having had the extra issue of 
legal-tender notes declared by the Court un- 
constitutional and void, a necessity would 
then be created for the restoration of the old 


State-Bank systems, when each State had | 


different ones,—some good, some bad, others 
stump-tail, or red-dog, or wild-cat. Such 
would be the end of the experiment to sub- 
stitute $330,000,000 of irredeemable forced 
notes for the bank-notes and add them to 
the $370,000,000 of War notes called green- 
backs now outstanding. 
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SILVER COINAGE. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has under 
consideration a proposition that it purchase 
the entire bullion product of the Consolidated 
Virginia and California Mines for a year, the 
same to be coined and used for purposes of 
specie resumption. 

The law of the United States permits any 
person to deposit gold bullion in the mints 
and have it coined for him in gold pieces. 
But the law refuses the same privilege to 
the holders of silver bullion, who must 
either sell to the Government or export it for 
sale in other countries, The intrinsic value 
of American silver coin of the denomina- 
tions less than one dollar is so reduced that 
the Government can purchase the silver and 
give it out as coin in exchange for green- 
backs, and make a profit by the operation. 
In other words, the Government can redeem 
all the greenbacks with silver coins at par, 
and save many millions of dollars by the 
operation. 

This is objectionable, it seems to us, in a 
moral as well as political sense. The Govern- 


ment has fixed the standard of weight and 


fineness for silver coins, and it should open 
the mints to those who produce silver, that 
they may have it coined at their own ex- 
pense and for their own uses. The silver 
product of the United States will exceed 
probably fifty millions of dollars a year, and, 
as it is now more profitable to have this 
coined at home than it is to export it, there 
should be an opportunity given to the pro- 
ducers to have it coined. In all the smaller 
transactions of business it would rapidly dis- 
place the fractional currency, and lead very 
soon to the retirement of all bank and other 
notes of less denominations than five dollars. 
Practically, there would be specie payments, 
becanse the banks and all others would 
readily pay out silver in exchange 
for bilis, and the Government, if so 
disposed, could employ this same coinage 
for the gradual retirement of its notes. 
While this would not bring either paper or 
silver up to the legal-tender standard of gold, 
it would enable the country to get rid of the 
wretched fractional notes. The purchase by 
the United States of any considerable amount 
of silver is perhaps not a very wise measure. 
Silver is declining, and will continue to de- 
cline, in face of the enormous production. 
Specie resumption in silver is by no means 
desirable ; our silver would become a nui- 
sance, because of its depreciated value. Un- 
leas the weight of the coins be so increased 
as to increase their value relatively to gold, 
their wholesale coinage would be the worst 
possible form of inflation. We would have 
three forms of currency, of which silver coins 
would have the least purchasing value. 
—

HE CANNOT GO TO ENGLAND.

THE FRACTIONAL CURRENCY TO BE CALLED m. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuineron, D. C., March 14.—Is is expected 
that at the special meeting of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, called for to-morrow 
morning, a final decision will be made upon the 
proposition to substitute silver coin for frac- 
tional currency.

GONE UNDER. 


Failure of a Large Bank in New 
York City. 


It Is Dropped by the Clearing-House 
on Representations of the Bank 
Examiner. 


The Crash Due Largely to Many and 
Extensive Overdrawn Accounts. 


No Serious Trouble Apprehended in Wall 
Street. 


Failure of a Savings Bank at Cedar 
Rapids, Ia. 


COLLAPSED. 
A NEW YORK BANK, 


New Yorx, March 14.—The Bank of the State 
of New York has suspended payment. 

The Evening Post sexys: The Bank ef the 
State of New York closed its doors to-day by rea- 
son of ite having been thrown out of the Ciearing- 
House. Thisaction of the Clearing-House Com- 
mittee was taken after an examination suggested 
by the Bank Examiner, Mr. Meigs. He found the 
affairs of the bank in a bad condition, there hav- 
ing been large overdrafts made by speculators 
in merchandise. The Clearing-House will 
have a full meeting at 3 o'clock to rat- 
ify or disprove the action of the Clear- 
ing-House Committee. The capital of the 
bank is $2,000,000. Dy last Saturday's 
statement, it had loans of $3,980,000; specie, 
$325,000 ; legal-tenders, $1,095,000 ; circulation, 
$250,000; and deposits, $2,855,000. At the 
Clearing Houseit was debit, this morning, $104, - 
000, which was paid. The depositors in the bank 
will lose nothing; neither will the note-holders. 
The total loss will 

FALL ON THE STOCKHOLDERS, 
and it is thought that the capital is impaired 
one-half. The examination of the affairs of the 
bank was begun by Mr. Meigs some days ago. 
He found that irregular loans had been made to 


produce-dealers, and that a great many bad 


debts were the result. 


amount of $70,000. There are other debts, in 
sums varying from 210,000 to $20,000. When 
these facts were ascertained the Bank Exam- 
iner reported to the Clearing-House Com- 
mittee, and at the meeting this morning it was 
decided that a Receiver ought to be asked for 
and the bank closed. In accordance with this 
view, Mr. Meigs at once telegraphed to the 
Comptroller of the Currency, John D. Knox, for 
the appointment of a Receiver. The resalt of 
the investigation ef the bank account tends to 
sbow that its failure will 
NOT AFFECT ANY OTHER BANKS, 

and it is thought that the failure will not be fol- 
lowed by other financial disasters. Mr. Patrick, 
the Vice-President, underwent a long examina- 
tion before the Cleariug-House Committee this 
morning. The news of the suspension created 
great excitement at the Stock Exchange.” 

The Post, in its financial article. says : The 
effect of the closing of the Bank of the State of 
New York at the Stock Exchange was to create 
awild excitement, during which there was a 
sharp decline in prices. is continued for only 
a short time, when the facts became known and 
prices recovered of the decline, In the 
gold market the effect was to put the price ap to 
115, from which it has since fallen to 114%. 
The contemplated action of the Ol earing-House 
Committee was so secretly kept that many bank 
officers not cénnected witb the Committee were 
as much surprised as was the street. Mr. Meigs, 
who brought to light the unsoundness of this 
bank, is an officer above reproach. His whole 
time is devoted to examining the New York 
banks. It is 

PROOF OF THEIR SOUNDNESS 
that he has discovered that only this one is 
weak.” 

The Express says: The Bank-Examiner, 
last week, made a thorough examination of the 
bank, and on Saturday reported to the Clearing- 
House Commistee the unexpected fact that in 
his opinion the institution was insolvent. Late 
thas day the’ Couference Committee was called 
together. and this morning * held another 
meeting. Denning Duer and Richard Patrick, 
the President and Vice-President, were sum- 
moned, and, their explanations not being satis- 
factory, the Committee resolved to suspend the 
bank from the privileges of the Clearing-House, 
and called a meeting of the association for this 
afternoon. 

THE OVERDBAFTS 
are stated to amount to $800,000, and the name 
of one of the officers of the bank is rumored to 
be connected with them. A hop-speculater is 
stated to have overdrawn, and also some of the 
tea and coffee people who wanted a duty placed 
on these articles.” 

It is stated that the Bank of the State of New 
York permitted one concern to overdraw $447,- 
600, and accepted, as security for the overdraft, 
a patent about which little is known, and, 
further, lent the same concern $426,500 on time, 
secured by malt to the value of about half the 
loan. Another concern, convected with the 
Southwestern trade, overdrew about $250,000, 
and then accepted, as security for the overdraft, 
an assigoment of book accounts. The Vice- 
President owes the bank about $230,000, 
by real estate, apart of which is not transfer- 
rable. An individual check for $20,000, drawn 
by the Vice-President, was counted as cash. It 
is understood that the bank bas 

. * PROTESTED PAPER 
to the amount of about $20,000. The depositors 
of the bank will lose nothing. The whole loss, 
estimated at about one-half the capital, will fall 
on the stockholders. 

It is said that the Vice-President of the bank, 
Mr. Patrick, owes to it the sum of $230,000, se- 
cured by real estate which is alieged to be worth 
only half that amount. It is also said thats 
check of Mr. Patrick for $20,000 has been 
counted among the bank’scash. Overdrafte to 
the amount of $450,000 have been permitted, 
which are secured only by patents of the United 
States Attrition Company and the New. York 
City Mills Attrition Company. These patents 
are for a new process of manufacturing flour, 
the money value of which bas not been estab- 
lished. Tbe Company flrot named has the patent 
rigbt for the sales, while the New York City 
Company was formed for the purpose of manu- 
facturing by thie method. 

THE FIRM OF SMITH & GIRVAN, 
hop and malt merchants, No. 76 Broad street, 
are largely interested in the matter, Mr. Smith 
being President of one Company and Mr. Girvaa 
of the other.

John Thompson, Vice-President of the First 
National Bank., said: Ioan only look upon it 
as a failure that will not strike disastrously any 
person except brokers who kept their accounts 
there and got their checks certified there. In 
point of reality, the failure is of no commercial 
or financial importance. Its entire effect will 
not be one-fourth as great as that of the failure 


of Duncan, Sherman & Co.
